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Convocation debates school closure 
‘This would be ultimate tokenism, Butz says

Dr. Otto Butz, SSC acting president, 
affirmed at a convocation held Monday, 
that he would not consider closing Sac- 
ramento State for a two day period in 
response to the recent demands of stu- 
dents. ‘This school cannot do evervthing, 
but it can do something. We must keep 
it open to provide an open forum for 
debate,’’ Butz entreated. 

The Black StudentUnion requested that 
SSC observe a two day moratorium in 
memoriam of two students who were 
shot in Jackson, Mississippi, and six shot 
by guardsmen in Georgia Sen. Mery 
Dymally from Watts summed up the posi- 
tion of the blacks, saying, ‘t call on 
Governor Reagan to close down this 
college for two days. We must focus 
attention on the governor to see if a 
doubie standard exists. We ask the 
governor to show the same concern for 
black students as he did for white stu-

dents. The power (to close the school) 
is in the hands of the governor. The 
demand to close the school for a mere 
two days isa just and reasonable demand.”’ 

Butz emphasized that even if he did 
order a work stoppage, State College 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke would prodably 
immediately rescind his action. ‘‘Con- 
fusion would then result, and possibly a 
confrontation between those who wish to 
close classes and those who wish to keep 
classes open.*’ Butz said that he feels a 
responsibility to the majority of the stu- 
dents who wish to attend class. 

One student brought up the point that 
Reagan closed the campuses because he 
wished to prevent violence. ‘‘If you think 
that something (meaning violence) might 


not happen at this point, you must be 
jivin’.”’ 

Someone suggested as a practical 
matter that Butz head a committee of 
faculty and administrators which would 
support a two day strike, and to make 
itself heard by Reagan, Dumke, and the 
State College Regents. Butz replied that 
he would not do this. 

“4 understand why you want this campus 

losed, but it would have no effect toclose 
this campus other than to make you (min- 
ority students) feel good,’ Butz declared 
“You speak of tokenism, but this would 
be the ultimate tokenism, one which would 
not convince the white community of any- 
thing.”’

Ineligibility causes 
football suspension

As 200 demonstrators advocating 
closure of the college filled the Adminis- 
tration Building lobby, Acting President 
Otto Butz announced at a press conference 
Tuesday the probation of the SSC football 
team for a period of three years. The 
demonstrators, who earlier inthe morning 
had marched into campus buildings, pulled 
fire alarms, and chanted ‘Strike, Strike, 
Shut it down!"’ were asking that the campus 
be closed in honor of the students killed 
on the Jackson State campus 

Vice President Darrel! Inabnit spelled 
out the details concerning the suspen- 
sion. He said there were four ineligible 
players on the football team who had 
participated in foothall games. The 
players named were Michael Carter, 
Eural Smothers, Reinhard Seyffertitz and 
Danny McKnight. Spokesmen pointed out 
that the Faculty Board will review the 
situation as it exists at SSC after one 
year of probation and may decide to lift 
ihe suspension if it is satisfied that SSC 
has taken proper precautions to see if 
similar violations do not occur again. 

Inabnit also announced actions which 
will be taken by SSC such as making 
sure that all the players are eligible 
(10 units or more) before the start of the 
football season. Up to this time, the 
check on the eligibility of players did 
not occur after the add-drop deadline. 

Also at the press conference, Jesse 
McClure, coordinator of Afro-American 
Studies, stated that the SSC Athletic Pro- 
gram is ‘“‘guilty of destroying people's 
lives." He pointed out that Mike Carter, 
one of the players which was declared 
ineligible, is making no progress 
towards a degree.*' He cited that ‘‘We've 
brought people onto the campus andthere’s 
no way out.”’ 

The press conference was interrupted 
as four coordinators of the Strike Com- 
mittee requested time to make state- 
ments about the strike andoftheir demand 
that SSC close down two days in com- 
memeration of the two black students who 
were killed at Jackson State in Mississi- 


pri. Glen Moncure in his statement 
said, ““‘We are trying to get equal time.”’ 
He cited the refusal of SSC to close as 
proof that “there is no respect for black 
people or third world people in this 
country."’ In referring to an earlier 
statement made by Butz to the effect 
that he would prefer that SSC absorb 
$50,000 worth of damage rather than 
close down, Moncure stated, ‘‘Butz gave 
us a blank check of $50,000."" 

Other statements were made by John 
Carrillo, William Gee, and Marie Mar- 
tinez. Butz replied that ‘Closing down 
the campus is only a token gesture... 
there is no other place where people can 
get together.’ He stated that he didn’t 
want to close down the campus the first 
time either and wouldn't have but for 
Governor Reagan's orders to close down 
all the campuses. 

The press conference was presented 
live yesterday over KERS, SSC’s campus 
radio. 


of human dignity which requires students 
to speak out against repressive acts of 
violence. ‘‘Just remember, that it was a 
women's dorm that they fired into, when 
two women were killed. The government 
is against all long hairs and blacks, so 
who is going to get shot first?"’ 

What started out as a panel discussion 
with a question and answer period soon 
turned into an open forum, with many 
people vying for the microphone. As it 
became apparent to the blacks that their 
dialogue with the administration would not 
accomplish a strike via legal means, they 
walked out of the Men's Gym in protest. 

While black students were getting upto 
walk out, one girl pleaded, ‘‘what happens 
in these next two davs is symbulic. What 
happens between now and November is 
real. We students, white and black, must 
get together in a viable political force to 
get those oppressive candidates out of 
office. That's where it’s at.”’

Senate approves cap 
and gown dress option 


The ASSSC Senate Monday endorsed a 
proposal that would permit the option 
of wearing suit and tie or dress and 
heels in place of cap and gown during 
commencement ceremonies this year at 
Sacramento State College. The Senate 
action came after a national organization, 
The Peace Commencement Fund, asked 
college students across the nation to buy 
peace armbands instead of the traditional 
caps and gowns Proceeds from these 
armbands, which could total approximately 
10 million dollars if all graduates par- 
ticipated, will be used to support na- 
tional peace candidates 


The Senate's endorsement will be sub- 
mitted by the Commencement Planning 
Committee to the Student Affairs Com- 


mittee for action. The Academic Senate 
is also expected to take a stand on whether 
graduates should participate in graduation 
without caps and gowns. 

ASSSC President Steve Whitmore wel- 
comed the Student Senate’s proposal, 
adding that he will not be wearing the 
traditional cap and gown at the exercises 
because ‘traditional educationhas clearly 
failed us."* 

In other Student Senate business, 
a resolution was passed instructing Tom 
Goff, ASSSC vice president, to reimburse 
the student activities office for the more 
than dozen reams of paper used during the 
invalid student election last month. Whit- 
more told the Hornet he would veto this 
resolution because the invalidated election 
was not an ASSSC-sponsored election

Striking students aim: 
total work stoppage 


The strike ts not over There is a nationwide coordination to get 
U.S. troops out of Southeast Asia 

Work is being done towards a nat ional work-stoppage to take place 
within one month. Student representatives are now talking with labor 
leaders in Washington concerning the program. The target date 1s 
contingent on labor and other national support. The Stanford Medical 
School is working with Franklin and Marshall University in Pennsylvania 
and Case-Western Reserve in Ohio to coordinate student, labor, and 
general community efforts towards this end. This program, if success- 
ful, will put real economic pressure on the Nixon administration to 
withdraw troops from Southeast Asia. 

A nationwide communications network has been 
college strike centers. It is coordinated in Berkeley. 

From May 8th to the Ith, the National Student Congress met at San 
Jose State College. Some 300 colleges, universities, and high schools 
were represented The following demands and resolutions were 
unanimously passed: 

“We of the National Student Congress feel at this time that tt ts 
necessary to dedicate ourselves to ending the war in Southeast Asia 
and to ending racism, chauvinism, and poverty at home and throughout 
the world. We are on strike until the following demands are met 

1. U.S. total immediate withdrawal from Southeast Asia and all 
of its other imperialistic and neo-colonialistic ventures throughout 
the world. 

2. Justice in America: Free all political prisoners 

3. Stop all university complicity with the Pentagon. 

‘4n condemning U.S. military, political, and economic aggression 
abroad we stand in solidarity with the people of the world who are 
resisting this aggression. We know full well that the People’s resistance 
will not end when the U.S. withdraws only from Viet Nam, Laos, and 
Cambodia. We will continue to stand behind all of the third world peoples 
in their struggles against all forms of U.S. aggression both at home 
and abroad. 

“Political prisoners must be freed. 
we talk about struggling against racism, 
for social change. Some of the 
in the Movement are prisoners of America. Huey P. Newton, Bobby 
Seale, Ericka Huggins, most Black Panther leaders, Los Siete, John 
Sinclair, brothers who resist the draft, sisters who fight their op- 
pression, and others who struggle against the American status quo. 
If we become strong and effective, many of us will be arrested and 
railroaded off to jail. We will be political prisoners. It is imperative 
that we demand that all political prisoners be freed now. 

“All colleges must completely disassociate themselves from the 
war effort. This includes individual campus actions against ROTC, 
counterinsurgency and war related research, and war recruiting on 
campus. 

“We recognize the right of a!! staff and employees of our campuses 
to strike in order to implement our common demands. We demand 
of the campuses that those who chose to support the strike not be 
penalized in pay or job security for their efforts in this struggle. 

“We urge all men of draft age to resist induction into the military 
service. We urge continued complicity with these actions by all women 
of the country. We support our brothers already in the military in 
their struggle to internally subvert the war machine. 

“We recognize a student strike is not enough. Our allies in im- 
plementing the demands will ultimately be those who are the productive 
process, the workers, the unions. Whenthey unite together in a national 
work stoppage, we will emphatically support and stand with them in 
their effort.”

The two kids stood face to face 
staring at each other's eyes. They 
held their hands barely two inches 
apart in front of them. Mind in 
steady concentration, he took the 
lead moving his left hand in a slow 
upward motion.

This curious lesson in sensi- 
tivity took place during a mini- 
lab presented by Peg McKoane and 
Marty Rogers of the Sacramento 
Interpersona! Development Center 
a few Sundays ago. 

The few who came to the mini- 
lab that Sunday expecting to par- 
ticipate in scenes reminiscent of 
Bob and Carol, and Ted and Alice, 
left the faculty dining room sadly 
disappointed. Those that had no 
preconceived notions, that came 
just to experience first hand ‘‘sen- 
sitivity training’’, returned to their 
respective homes feeling self- 
aware and fulfilled 

Marty Rogers and Peg McKoane 
had extended an open invitation 
to the community to come and attain 
information about the Center and 
to dispel some of the misconcep- 
tions surrounding encounter 
groups.

It was Peg’s job to inform the 
interested members of the history 
of sensitivity training centers 
These centers have created acon- 
troversy from coast to coast. Bad 
facilities and amateur groups have 
often given encounter a bad name.

cial interaction workshop to solve 
the .social problems in the com- 
munity The center was so ef- 
fective in Bethel that the idea 
soon spread to cities all over the 
United States 

The aim of these centers is to 
make business executives, doc- 
tors, lawyers and laymen more a- 
ware of themselves and their 
authentic relations with others 
through sensual and physical 
rather than verbal experience. 
These experiences are attained 
through a small group of people, 
ideally ten to sixteen, who meet 
with a trained facilitator inaresi- 
dential setting. 

The trained facilitator explains 
that there are no rules and no 
agenda. It is entirely up to the 
group to decide how to proceed. 
All results depend on complete 
member interaction. 

By the end of the session many 
have gained insight into why they 
act as they do in a group and how 
others view them in agroup. Some 
break and cannot stand up to the 
soul baring which has contributed 
to the controversy. 

In the early vears of the move- 
ment, the encounter or T-Group 
emphasis was primarily on the 


roles and function of leadership 
rather than on the individual per- 
sonal'ty and personal development. 
A trend toward psychology empha- 
sis appeared in the early 50's when 
the movement began to attract per- 
sons from the West Coast. 

There are quite a few dif- 
ferences between East Coast Cea- 
ters such as Bethel and West Ccast 
Centers such as Esaler institute in 
Big Sur In the East, there is 


an increase in verbal communica- 
tion and a lack in non-verbal. 
There is also little interaction 
of facilitators or moderators. In 
the Esalen institute, however, 
communication is physical and 
non-verbal. 

During September of last year 
a group of people who were en- 
counter group facilitators founded 
the Sacramento Training group.

SB 579 was granted approval 
also. This bill of Bradley's pro- 
poses money incentives for pro- 
fessors at state colleges to teach 
more hours per week. 

Teacher and faculty represen- 
tatives from the state colleges 
opposed the anti-strike bill, SB 
634. Bill Logan of the California 
Teachers Association felt that the 


bill left me discretionary 
and no due process to the local 
agency. Senator John Schmitz felt 
ditferently about it He felt that 
the bili was too moderate and that 
a teacher on strike should be ter- 
minated 

William Smith, Faculty Associ- 
ation of the Community Colleges 
representative, felt that there wa: 
no need for the law and that for 
persistent violation of the law a 
teacher's employment can be ter- 
minated 

Bradley's bill, SB 632, which 
was rejected by the committee, 
would have eliminated tenure at 
the state and community colleges 
The bill would have required that 
faculty be hired under two year 
contracts.

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City council blasted for 
armed forces day cancellation 


Assembly Speaker pro Tem- 
pore Charles J. Coad recently 
accused the Sacramento C ity Coun- 
cil of “catering to the whims of 
student demonstrators’’ by can- 
celling the Armed Forces Week 
observances. 

The City Council abruptly can- 
celled displays on the K Street 
Mall in downtown Sacramento by 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marines observing the 1970 theme 
of “Forces for Freedom.” 
Assistant City Manager Huebner 
stated this action was taken “‘in 
view of the extraordinarily tense 
climate’’ of student anti-war dem- 
onstrations. 


Conrad said, ‘Those who re- 


fused the ‘Forces for Freedom’ 
exhibition are the same people 
who would seek the protection of 
the military if their lives or pro- 
perty were threatened. If the 
City of Sacramento cannot stand 
up to a group of demonstrators 
then there is little cause for the 
Armed Forces to risk their lives 
for freedom on the battlefield,” 
stated Conrad. 

“For years the people of Sac- 
ramento have joined with nearby 
military bases inthe observance of 
Armed Forces Week. The City 
Council’s cancellation of Armed 
Forces Week was a spineless, 
irresponsible, unfair decision,”’
